the crops of the Dominion, .. An of- 
ficial ccovatrission, composed of pfo- 
fessars pf diffeertn universities, has 
beeh appointed to* visit. thé. “high 
schools aad colleges. and enlist boys 
for agricultural work durifig the $um- 
mer months, Attention will pe given 
the physical ability of the boys and 
they will sign, with the consent of 
their parents, for six moriths’ service 
on the farms. A record will be kept 
of their work arid officiency, “which 
will be eredited to them the same as 
if it were in the regular classe3 in 
the schools and colleges. This looks 
like a pretty good scheme, not only 
to get intelligent farm workers, | but 


-|for the reak advantage of the boys. 


It. was tried in.a small way fast year 
and the result was that the boys who 
worked. on the farims outstripped in 
their studics those who remained in 
the schools. That. fs the-same sort 
of record that has been made in some 
inanurs training schools where the 
boys who spent half of their time at 
work and the othe: half at their stud_ 
ies, tcok nearly all the scholastic 
frizes in the interschool contests, 
while they swept the platter almost 
clean in jhe athletic fields. If there 
could be a’ scheme invented — that 
wagld put the large groups of boys 
who idle away their Tinie in the pool 
halls and on the streets out on the 
farms during the summer months, it 
would be of incalculable advantage to 
them and their country.—Omaha 
World-Herald.

Provisions of Farm Loans Act.

GENERAL BLACKSMITH 


Under the Farm Loans Act the Government is empower-

The Cow Bill. 


‘The Live Stock Encouragement 
Act, which was passed at the recent 


¢ommonly known as ‘'The Cow 
Bill,’’ is now in operation, and ap- 
plications are being received at the 


| Department of Agriculture for Joans 


undef this Act. The Act provides 
that’ any five or more farmers may 
avail themselves of its provisions by 
joining together for that purpose. 
These men may borrow up to $500 
each. The money is loaned to them 
for a period of five years.at 6 per 
cent. interest. The farmer receives 
the full $500 and he has nothing 
to pay but $30 interest once a year 
until the end of five years. The on- 
ly expense in connection with the 
loan is a fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is no further ex- 
pense in connection with chattel 
mortgages or the registration of the 
came, as the Live Stock Commis- 
sioner in the Department of Agri- 
culture. holds the cattle in security 
for the loan by means of.a govern- 
ment brand. A certain amount of 
supervision is made over the pur- 
chase of the cattle, or rather, the 
farmer is given whatever assistance 
he may require in the purchase of 
his cows. The money must be used 


| exclusively in the purchase of cows 


or heifers, except in case a number 
of members of an association wish 
to purchase a pure-bred bull to be 
used by them as an association, and 
then 10 per cent. of their money 
may be used for that purpose. 

The purchaser of live stock under 
this Act must ret&in the progeny of 
the cows or 
until the note is paid, except that 
he can sell the steers when they are 
two years old and use the proceeds 
in connection with his farming 
business. None of the original cows 
or heifers, or cows or heifers bred 
from them, can be sold without the 
written consent of. the Live ‘Stock 
Commissioner. This consent, of 
course, will be given in case a far- 
mer should require to sell any of 
them on account of their being-non- 
breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other cows 
orheifers. In this way. the live 
stock loans will practically all be 
well secured after the first crop of 
calves has been raised, so that there 
will be a comparatively small 
amount of risk either for the Gov- 
ernment or forany individual mem- 
ber of an association. 

In order to avail themselves’ of 
this loan, five farmers are asked to 
join together, signing joint and 
several notes for the money, so that 


in case of any man wilfully neglect- 


ing.hie stock .there will be some in- 
terested. person in the shape of “an- 
other member. of the: syndicate to 
notify the Live Stock Commissioner, 
and. he, under the provisions of this 
Act, can take charge of the stock 
so neglected, and see that the.other 
members of the syndicate as well as 
the Government are protected 
against loss. 

_ Provision is also made in the’ Act 
for the Live Stock Commissioner to 
proceed against the one man who 
so neglects his stock’ and compel 
hint to pay whatever loss there is 
without involving the other mem- 
bers of the syndicate in a law-suit, 
the idea being to work out, as sim- 
ply as possible, a system by which 
men can borrow money at a low 

rate of interest for the purchase of 
live stock, and still have reasonable 
protection for the Treasury of the 

Province of Alberta, which guaran- 
tees these loans, and thus materi- 
ally reduces the rate of interest. 

Already a-number of applications 
have been received from associa- 
tions, and the Live Stock Com- 
missioner is.now prepared’ to take 
the matter up .with any farmers 
who’ are interested in the Act.

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work! | 
of the Microbe 


Milk turns sour because a little mi- 
crobe, known as the milk microbe, 
{gets into it, and being wery fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into zn acid,- 

If we could keep milk entirely 
away from the air. after the cow is 
milked, it would not;turn sour, ' but 
as soon as it is expbesed, to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop into the milk. They 
are alive although invisible to the 
naked eye. If! when they drop into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them to do thtir work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk ‘and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt ‘to sour the 
milk can be overcome, by. keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out. of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to become warm,
